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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The newly added linnitalon to overconnethe 102 rejection was addressed in the 103 rejections, and with 
respect to the 103 rejections the arguments presented are not persuasive. The Exanniner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's 
arguments in that the current claims state nothing with respect to wavelength equations or longitudinal versus transverse waves. The 
claims refer to vibration. Anti-nodes or loops inherently cause transverse vibration or cavitation and since these multiple loops are 
located across the length of the probe, vibration or cavitation occurs at these locations along the length of the probe. Also, the Examiner 
disagrees with the arguments regarding Soble et al.724 because this reference does teach an aspiration channel recessed along the 
length of an outer surface of the ultrasonic probe in the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim language as a probe structure 
does not exclude lumens which can be used for aspiration and an aspiration channel could be a lumen used for aspiration. For at least 
the same reasons all double patenting rejections stand.
